higher rate than ordinary shippers, and a_ resolution 
was passed that the Association endeavor to obtain a 
low and uniform rate for packages of newspapers. 

After a short discusion it was decided that a uniform 
“style’’ would be an unwise thing to propose, and that 
the end of artistic ‘‘make up’ of a paper would be 
better served by individual taste being displayed both 
in the composing-room and editorial rooms. 

The Association made a decided stand against the 
action of the Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
Companies leasing special wires to clubs, etc., at elec- 
tion time and for all other important affairs. 

Probably the most important matter in the routine 
of business at the entire meeting was the unanimous 
action of the Association to support the Loud Bill for 
the more fair and equitable classification of second 
class mail matter 

When COLLIER’S WEEKLY began to support this 
measure, certain publishers were appealing by circular 
to all sections of the country and city press to oppose 
the Leud Bill on the ground that it would work injury 
to ‘‘our interests. The newspaper men at their annual 
reunion have emphatically replied that those interests 
can best be served by a readjustment of second-class 

ates as the Loud Bill proposes. Right is right, and 
the flash libraries, cheap magazines and attempted 
news stand monopoly will have to fight their losing 
alone this time.
